PROPOSED COMMUNITY SPORTS CENTRE PROJECT 

The new Sports Centre Committee met for the first time in the Farm 
House on Tuesday 18th March under the chairmanship of Keith Goodman. 
Two areas of interest were defined by the Chairman, which were "what 
exactly do Bar Hill Residents want in their Sports Centre?" and 
“where do we get the money from to pay for it?". 


The task of determining the facilities villagers want has been 
undertaken in the form of a canvass. Preliminary results indicate 
many diverse sporting and leisure activities are desired. Gne fact 
is certain. The cost of building and running a swimming pool are 
prohibitive, so the decision to include a swimming pool in the 
initial specifications will not be taken until we can financially 
justify its inclusion. The desire for a pool is plainly obvious, so 
the committee will, if at all possible, include one at outset. 


To avoid nugatory work, committee members are visiting local sports 
centres which have offered to share their hard come-by knowledge. 
In the long term, these liaison visits will form the basis of inter 
community sports project. 


The knotty and complex task of raising sufficient money to fund such 
a large project dominates committee time. It is being tackled an 
three fronts: 


a. Certain Central and Lozcal Government organisations are able to 
support a project such as this by direct grant schemes. These 
authorities will soon have letters arriving applying for grants. 


b. Local Companies and Shops have been offered an opportunity to 
support Bar Hill hy donations. It is also hoped local companies 
will become involved at more practical levels of support. 


c. The community will be asked to support this vast project by 
various means. A working party within the committee is 
organising fund raising activities such as the purchase of 
bricks and sponsored events. Please give your support! 


It appears a daunting task to organise, plan and finance the proposed 
sports complex, with a conservative estimate of a final bili being in 
excess of three quarters of a million pounds. When broken down into 
manageable proportions, the committee believe it possible to give Bar 
Hill Residemts what they want. OGne policy the committee totally 


agreed on is that no corners are going to be cut, to give Bar Hill a 


sports complex worthy of the village.

CROSSROADS CARE ATTENDANT SCHEME 

Until May 1971 Noel Crane was a perfectly fit healthy young man, but 
then came the tragic diving accident from which he sustained a broken 
neck. Months of intensive care in a Spinal Iniuries Unit followed, 
Noel gradually coming to terins with the fact that he was now almost 
completely paralysed. Fiercely independant, he devised ideas for 
gadgets enabling him to feed himseelt, write, and eventually to drive 
his car again. Even so, from now on he would need constant care. 

Tt was impossible for him to retain his job as motor mechanic, but 
was offered a position in the training department of another firm 
where he is now an "Administration Officer". 


Unable to get out on his own, T.V. claimed a lot of his attention. 
At that time the popular series "Crossroads" was depicting Sandy 
Richardson as being completely naralysed following a rnad accident. 
Noel was intrigued by what he considered ta be an incorrect present- 
ation of the case and rang the producer *o say so! To his surprise 
Reg Watson readily agreed to discuss the matter with him. Tne 
continuing storyline of “Crossroads*® showed the strain borne by a 
caring relative of a severely handicapped person and how it was 
alleviated by "Meg” employing a nurse for Sandy and then starting a 
fictitious fund raising scheme to send the same help to other 
familiies. It was April 1974 wher Or. Hudson-Evans, medical advisor 
to “Crossroads”, explored the possibility of turning fiction intoe 
fact, A.T.V. donated £10,000 towards a pilot scheme. Pat Gsbourne, 
then a District Nurse at Stratford-upon-Avon met Dr. Hudson-Evans, 
and together they formulated = ocuestionaire which every prospective 
helper was expected to fill in, The newspaper advertisement simply 
said "Are you interested in caring for people in their own homes?" 
and out af the 30 replies, 3 were selected and after further 
information were sent out with District Nurses for a week to meet 
Possible clients and to familiarise themeeives with various “medical 
gear” necessary to most disablec people. 


So much for tne beginninas but what of todays Crassroads Scheme? 
Approximately 24 part time helpers are employed in Cambridge and its 
District. A branch at Huntingdon has recently been iaunched and 
Newmarket has plans in the pipeline. The area of service is 
gradually spreading nationwide as funds permit, and as suitable 
helpers arejenlisted. 4 few of them have nad medical training but 
all are endowed with a great capacity for patient caring. Emplayed 
in such a position of trust they are all expected to observe 

professional etiquette, confidentiality and the ability to take over 
complete caring duties without disrupting the household, se that the 
relative can have his/her time off hanpy in the knowledge that all 
will be well when he/she returns. 


The scheme caters for peopie between 16-65 years of age but considers 
ali applicants with real needs. it is funded by the local Social 
Services, also by donations and fund raising efforts. 


Noe! Crane’s mother was one of the first to benefit from "Crossroads" 
a helper arriving each morning ta get Noel ready for his 8 a.m. 
departure to work. Since then, hundreds of simiiar situations have 
been eased beyond measure by this marvellous band of helpers. 


One can only wish the project more pusticity, more tinancial backing, 
to continue the success it som richly deserves.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FEROS YOUR LOCAL COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 
Good news! The contract to provide Gantry Signs on the A604 has 
been let and the work will start in May. The Lay-by will be removed 
at the same time but as yot no final decision has been made as to 
the siting of the new enlarged Lay-by. 


Public Transport users will be pleased to know that Cambus in their 
review of Services and following representations about the Bus 
Service to Ber Hill are to re-route more buses inte the Village to 
provide a half hourly service, commencing in the near future. 


The County Council’s Education Cenmittee have formally accepted my 
proposal to save St. Bede’s and to encourage the creation of a Joint 
Ecumenical Secondary Schooi. The Committee also agreed to a review 
ef Secondary Education 11 - 16 in the Cambridge and surrounding 
areas. It was also agreed to accept a new system for the Super- 
vision of School Meals and the provision of £150,000 towards the 
full year cast with Central Government providing the renaining 

£350, 000. 


In the coming months the County Council will be deciding Capital 
Expenditure Projects for the year 1989/90. Provisional Papers on 
Secondary Education shows that Swavosey Village College will not be 
included in any major building programme despite the considerable 
increase in children expected to attend especially from Bar Hill. 
As a Governor of Svwavescy and Sepresentative for Bar Hill I will be 
pressing the case for Snavesey te be included in the building 
programme. 


The Policy Planning Sub-Committee have agreed to defer until the 
Autumn decisions on the Camoridce Green Belt so that full account 
can be taken of information from the Structure Plan Roviexs. 


Since i970 the Government have publishec 5 Consultative Papers on 
Rate Reform and have passed 3 Acts of Parliament. The recent Green 
Paper "Paying for Local Government” proposes a number af changes to 
bring about a fairer Rating System. Local Government employs 3 
million people, 14% of the Uoerking Population, accounts for 25% of 
the Public Sector Borrowing Requirement and has an annual expend- 
iture of 26 Billion pounds, 1984/85 figures. (The Bomestic Rate 
Payer pays 46% of the Rates). 

In my next three Newsletters &£ will deal with three matters - Non 
Domestic Rating - Bomestic Rating - Specific Grants. The Public 
will have until October to make their views on these issues known to 
the Department of the Environment.
